SELECTMEN’S FOREWORD 


Since the year 1776, when the Town of Marlborough was in- 
corporated it has been the custom for the elected officials and com- 
mittees of the Town to make their annual report to the citizens of 
Marlborough through a printed booklet, called the “Town Report.” 
On the following pages you will find that annual report and this is © 
our foreword to it. 


During the past year the Town became involved in many proj- 
ects. Some have been completed while others are being continued. 
As outlined by the Board of Selectmen at Town Meeting in March 
of 1971, the project to improve the general area of Route 101 and 
Canada Street was begun. At this writing the old Bouvier Block 
has been removed and the former site seeded. Communication with 
the State Highway Division and Washington is continuing and we 
have been assured that the project will be completed as planned. 


It has become evident to the Board that something must be done 
to remove the many dead trees that exist in Town. Through the 
Emergency Employment Act we have applied for and received funds 
to help with this problem. Our Road Agent has been doing con- 
siderable work in this regard and an improvement is already obvi- 
ous. This tree work will continue as funds allow. 


As mentioned at last year’s meeting, the Selectmen felt it neces- 
sary to redecorate the interior of the Municipal Building. The job 
was put out for bids and Mr. Clayton Wilcox was given the go ahead 
to do the work. It has been completed and we are sure all will ap- 
preciate its appearance. Also in regard to the Municipal Building, 
the Firemen have been working at the task of fund-raising in an 
effort to get the necessary funds together for the addition they wish 
to make. We feel that an addition should also include the upstairs 
portion of the building and will appoint a committee to work with 
the Firemen and the Selectmen on planning this project. 


In June of 1971 a special Town Meeting was held for the pur- 
pose of voting on the revised Zoning Ordinances. The entire package 
was defeated by nineteen votes with a rather small number of 
citizens voting. Those ordinances have been modified and changed 
in those areas that seemed to conflict with the interest of many of 
the citizens who attended the hearings. They are being submitted 
again for your consideration and we trust that you will take the 
time to study them. They are needed if Marlborough is to grow the 
way it should. The Planning Board has done a tremendous amount 
of study and work in this regard and we are particularly grateful 
to Mrs. Priscilla Richardson who served as Chairman of the Plan- 
ning Board for many years. Mrs. Richardson found it necessary to 
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resign this past summer and we wish to extend to her our apprecia- 
tion for all that she accomplished. 


Two of the local manufacturers have found it necessary to in- 
Stall sprinkler systems in their plants. Artco Woven Label and 
Minnewawa Mfg. Co. have contacted the Board of Selectmen in 
regard to having the necessary water supply made available to them. 
This will require considerable construction and the Board has con- 
tacted a number of contractors for the purpose of getting estimates 
on the costs of these two jobs. Articles covering the projects ap- 
pear in the warrant and the Board will have the necessary informa- 
tion for your consideration at Town Meeting. 


In the past we have mentioned to many of the citizens of Town 
the fact that we feel it is vitally important for the Town to acquire 
land for Town use. These lands are important to us in our plans for 
the future with respect to water supplies and open spaces to be 
used for recreation or public parks. Careful review of the warrant 
will disclose articles covering such acquisitions and we trust the 
Town will give them careful consideration. 


In 1970 the net valuation of all property in Town, which is used 
to compute the tax rate, was $7,108,500. In 1971 the net valuation 
was $7,119,850 or an increase of $11,350. While this figure may 
seem small and insignificant it actually is very important because 
this is the first year in many where the net valuation of taxable 
property did not go down from the previous year. We feel our tax 
base should now show continual growth each year and this factor 
should help in keeping the tax rate in check. 


We wish to thank all the citizens of Marlborough for their co- 
operation during the past year. We will welcome any suggestions 
or constructive criticisms from any citizen in an attempt to bring 
better services to the residents of our community.

To the Inhabitants of the Town of Marlborough in the County 
of Cheshire in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the High School Auditorium 
in said Marlborough on Tuesday, the seventh day of March, next 
at ten of the clock in the forenoon, business meeting to be held at 
7:30 P.M., to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of the 
same. 


3. To see what sums of money the Town will raise and appro- 
priate for highway operations: —-Summer and Winter Maintenance 
and General Expense; or to act in any manner relating thereto. 


4. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the application of liquid asphalt to the highways 
or act in any manner relating thereto. 


5. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the repair of sidewalks or act in any manner re- 
lating thereto. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $720.20, the State to contribute $4,801.35, for Class V road 
construction, apportionment A. 


7. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for repairs, water storage and equipment of the Fire 
Department or act in any manner relating thereto. 


8. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate $501 for the 
Monadnock Region Association to continue its efforts in areas of 
solid waste disposal, planning, pesticides, legislation, state parks, 
youth work and by other means call attention to the protection of 
the natural resources of the Town, plus its other advantages along 
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with the other thirty-seven towns in the Monadnock Region, or act 
in any manner relating thereto. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $501 to support the services of the Community Mental Health 
Clinic of the Monadnock Family and Mental Health Service, said 
services operating under the provision of the Community Mental 
Health Services Act of New Hampshire, with State grant-in-aid. 
Local request for financial support is based on a .380 per capita 
formula. 


10. To see what sum of money the Town will raise and appro- 
priate for the support and operating costs of the Elliot Community 
Hospital or act in any manner relating thereto. 


11. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the District Nursing Association or act in any man- 
ner relating thereto. 


12. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the School Patrol Officer or act in any manner re- 
lating thereto. 


13. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the operating costs of the Frost Free Library or 
act in any manner relating thereto. 


14. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to use the accumulated interest of the Charles C. Ward Town Fund 
to pay for the repairs needed on the Frost Free Library roof, or to 
act in any manner relating thereto. 


15. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for Memorial Day or act in any manner relating 
thereto. 


16. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for Civil Defense, or act in any manner relating thereto. 


17. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,150.56 as the town’s share for the studies and operation 
of the Southwestern New Hampshire Regional Planning Commis- 
sion. These funds will be used for financing the staff, opeartion ex- 
penses, planning studies, technical assistance and other programs 
of the Commission. These funds may be used in conjunction with 
other state and Federal Funds available for planning purposes.

23. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the extension of the water main located on Pleasant 
Street, such extension to be from Pleasant Street down Jewett 
Street to the home of Alphonse Martin, Jr., or act in any manner 
relating thereto. 


24. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the purchase of land adjacent to Fitch Court and 
Canada Street, such land presently being owned by Glenn & Edith 
White, Quentin & Jeannette Flanders and Thomas & Eugenia La- 
Frenier, such land to be used for the expansion of the present play- 
ground and athletic field and additional future water supply for the 
Town, or act in any manner relating thereto.

Department Activity Record 


This is my first opportunity to report to the citizens of the town, 
the activities of your police department. I have attempted to inform 
those people who have asked on an individual basis during the year 
of the workings of the department. I will continue to observe this 
policy, as the circumstances permit. For those to whom I have not 
spoken, I will summarize the highlights. 


As the Activity Report indicates, we had a busy year. The most 
routine and most common problems we had to deal with are those 
involving motor vehicle violations. We are making a concerted effort 
to slow down the speed at which traffic moves through the town on 
Route 101. This is one of the busiest highways in the state, except- 
ing the Interstate system. As such, a great deal of the traffic is 
non-resident drivers who are not aware of local conditions as we all 
are. It is to these drivers that we try to convey our intentions, by 
the use of stern warnings and court summons. By and large, more 
summons are given to non-residents than to residents. We cannot 
tolerate the prospect that because someone is in a hurry, an in- 
nocent person may sustain injury. Even more emphasis will be 
placed on slowing traffic to a reasonable rate of speed in the future. 


The drinking driver represents another serious danger but 
fortunately, the new state statutes will enable us to be more effec- 
tive against this danger. A drinking driver may now be incarcer- 
ated, severely fined and removed from the highway for a consider- 
able length of time. 


During the year one car was stolen, which was then also im- 
mediately recovered, and the responsible individuals prosecuted by 
this department. There were twenty-two breaks during the year, 
of which, despite the efforts of the Sheriff’s Department, many re- 
main unsolved. In one instance, however, because a citizen took 
the time to call and report a suspicious vehicle, we were able to ap- 
prehend four subjects in the act of breaking into a local business. 
This is the kind of cooperation we need from all in order to become 
really effective in stopping the breaks before they occur. 
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In the past year, we have found on thirty-two separate occa- 
sions, the doors to local businesses left open or unlocked. May I re- 
mind you that as the town grows in size, this will become a very 
risky and possibly expensive oversight. The days have long since 
gone when we knew personally everyone in town, and that there 
was no one person who could not be trusted. A little extra caution 
may be well spent on this matter. 


In the past months, we have had several people cleaning the 
roadsides of trash when faced with a choice of court action or 
manual labor. It seems rather absurd that some choose to dump 
their trash at the roadside when we have a dump available, but 
some are bound to try. 


It is indeed a pleasure to report to you on the new radio equip- 
ment which was purchased during the year. We are now able to 
contact the state police headquarters directly from the cruisers 
which, in turn, gives almost immediate access to the National In- 
formation Center files. This is extremely helpful in checking out-of- 
state vehicles for the possibility that they are stolen. Criminal 
information is also available at the same source. Prior to this, it 
was a long procedure to get this type of information. 


Another benefit of the new radios, is our ability to work more 
closely with the fire department. We are now able to talk directly 
to the truck driver, enabling us to shut off traffic or to assist in many 
other ways. I, personally, think that this was very well spent money 
which will return the investment many times over. 


We have purchased two new lights for the cruisers of Sgt. 
Bleau and myself. These beacons are a decided asset, as they afford 
much greater protection for officers and victims at an accident 
scene. One of our primary functions at the scene of an accident is 
to protect the victims and to prevent possible further injury. These 
lights enable us to do this very effectively. 


Most of the members of the department have participated in 
training programs offered by other departments in the past year. 
Programs have been conducted by the N. H. State Police, the 
Sheriff’s Department, the Keene Police Department, the Swanzey 
Police Department and the Department of Safety. In this regard, I 
would like to express my appreciation to the department heads for 
their invitation to join with their department members in receiv- 
ing the instruction offered at no cost to the town. 


I would like to express my special thanks to the members of 
the N. H. State Police for many hours of in-service training and 
for their extreme cooperation in assisting this department. The aid 
and assistance given by the troopers is invaluable, particularly to 
an individual suddenly confronted with new and complex laws. 


My appreciation is again expressed to Chief Albion Metcalf 
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of the Keene Police Department for his consideration in allowing 
this department to use his facilities so freely. 


Finally, I wish to thank Sgt. Romeo Bleau and Officers Ernest 
Thoin and David Cheney for their efforts to properly orient me to 
department procedures. Without their help, the department would 
not have been as effective as I feel it has been. 


Looking to the future a bit, we are now setting up an improved 
record keeping system which will give all department members 
access to needed information at one central location. Previously 
each man kept an individual set of records and cross matching of 
information was thus very time consuming. We are constantly look- 
ing for ways to improve methods and thereby, give more for each 
tax dollar spent on police protection. 


We are also expecting hardware to be available in the near 
future which will give us car-to-car communication with the state 
police cruisers without relaying through a central dispatcher. This 
change will make the communications network one of the best 
available to any agency. 


One final note. Should you require the services of a police 
officer and you do not know who to call locally, call 352-1100 for 
emergencies and 352-1291 for routine matters. These are the num- 
bers of our radio dispatcher and he will relay to the proper in- 
dividual. 


I thank you all for your cooperation and for the opportunity to 
serve you as Chief of Police.

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THE REPORT OF FIRE WARDS 





The Marlborough Fire Department answered 31 calls this year, 
which included 11 Still alarms, 6 General alarms, 5 Brush fires, 2 
Resuscitation calls, 1 False alarm, and 6 Mutual aid calls. The 
mutual aid calls were as follows, 1 to Peterborough, 2 to Win- 
chester, 1 to Swanzey Center, 1 to Keene and 1 to Harrisville. The 
intown calls show an increase of 12% over the previous year. The 
rate of intown fires shows a constant increase over the past several 
years. 


During the past year a fire alarm pull box has been installed 
on the front of the fire station to better serve the public in case 
of emergency. 


The Marlborough Fire Company over the past year has spon- 
sored several projects to raise money for the Building Fund. These 
included a breakfast, auction, sale of fire alarms and fire extin- 
guishers. The Fire Company would like to thank the people of the 
town for their support on these projects. These projects have netted 
the Company approximately one-half of our goal. 


The Marlborough Fire Company sponsored a Fire Prevention 
Poster contest during Fire Prevention Week. Smokey The Bear 
presented the prizes to the winners on Fire Inspection Day. The 
Company also co-sponsored with the Recreation Committee a Hal- 
loween Party for the children of the town. Approximately 125 
children attended with a good time had by all. The Company also 
aided the Recreation Committee in flooding the skating rink for 
the townspeople. 

We wish to thank the selectmen, townspeople, local and state 
police, firemen’s ladies auxiliary and members of the fire company 
for their fine cooperation during the past year.

Mrs. Bottomley has recently attended meetings with area visit- 
ing nurses regarding a cooperative association for the entire area 
which will be mandatory for certification in the Medicare Program. 
A nurse Administrator is required under new policies which would 
necessitate the town procuring one of their own. This is a long 
range program and there is much to be settled before finalization 
of phasing into a cooperative association. This shall be brought up 
at the annual meeting and the town meeting. 


As the policies of the nursing association state, the nurse is on 
duty 8:00 a.m.-4:00 p.m. and the weekends are covered by part- 
time nurses, who also work 8:00 a.m.-4:00 p.m. If there is an 
emergency after these hours, the nurse has the freedom to refer 
patients to their physicians or the patient can contact the accident 
room at the Elliot Community Hospital. The nurses are not on call 
24 hours a day unless an extreme emergency arises. We are fortu- 
nate to have a well trained emergency squad which can be contacted 
after 6:00 p.m. to 6:00 a.m. weekdays and the entire weekend.

REPORT OF THE TOWN NURSE, YEAR OF 1971 


From figures compiled from the monthly reports by 
Mrs. Joan Stebbins, Clerk.

Hours spent at school 146% ; 
Report of School Nurse 


All pupils were weighed, measured, and checked for dental 
cavities and had eye exams given by the nurse. 


All Athletic Team members received physicals given by Dr. 
Almquist, as did Grades 1, 3,5,7 & 11. 


Hearing tests were given to any one having suspicion of de- 
ficiency. A machine borrowed from Children’s Center, available 
to us only on Tuesdays, was used. I still hope someday that we may 
have our own machine. As Town Nurse doing school work, I some- 
times have very little time on a specific day and must rely on using 
a machine for an hour or so at a time. It will be 7 or 8 years since 
such tests were done for the whole school. We should do them every 
2-3 years, at least! 


A Mother-Daughter Cancer education film was shown, in 
March. This is an important film as it shows us women the signs 
we can check for, in the two most frequent areas of cancer in 
women. It will be shown again this year — also in March. I hope 
many Mothers will attend also. 


In May we held preschool registration and checked vision of 
some 18 children. This will be done for the incoming class again 
in May. Mothers please note that all vaccinations and “shots” for 
immunizations should be complete before a child enters school. 
These include: Small Pox Vaccination, Rubella, Polio and D.P.T. 
Shots — and necessary boosters. Child should also have a T.B. test. 
These are new requirements effective in the state this year. All first 
graders entering in the fall must also have a physical Exam and 
report of same to present upon entering school in September.

The 1971 Library Program was designed to meet community 
needs. The film projector and tape recorder were used for local 
group meetings. We exhibited books and materials at the town 
meeting and the Cheshire Fair. The town and school meetings were 
taped for the records. We worked with local agencies to circulate 
vital information to the citizens. We worked with the youth and 
their leaders to assist them with projects and programs. We as- 
sisted pupils and teachers in their search for knowledge. We took 
materials to school and some classes visited the library. We gave 
service to youth and adult groups with special programs and in- 
vited them to exhibit and meet in the library.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


The planning board, after several meetings with William 
Malcolm of the Environmental Consulting Group of Hanover, ac- 
cepted the Initial Housing Element report. This was prepared as 
part of our 701 study and required by the federal government. 


We worked from November of 1970 until June of 1971 with 
David Wluka and John Atwood of Community Planners, Boston, to 
develop the zoning ordinance changes. We held several extra meet- 
ings to thoroughly discuss the ordinance and the zoning map to 
make them as comprehensive and applicable to our town as possible. 
Because we felt that the townspeople should have a good knowledge 
of both, we had three more public meetings than is required by law. 
The changes were defeated at the June 30 special town meeting by a 
small margin. We think that the town will benefit by the changes 
and hope they will be adopted. 


The board has discussed numbering houses, beautification and 
we have investigated areas that might be developed for town recrea- 
tion. We feel that the town should have a conservation commission 
also

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MONADNOCK FAMILY AND 
MENTAL HEALTH SERVICE 


Monadnock Family and Mental Health Service is a non-profit 
organization originated as the Monadnock Area Family Service in 
1960, adding its mental health service unit 4 years ago. As a regional 
service, the Agency serves all of Cheshire County and the western 
part of Hillsboro County. 


Staffed with 5 social workers, 1 psychiatrist, and 2 clinical 
psychologists, the Agency provides family counselling and mental 
health treatment services to all residents, both adults and children, 
in the areas served. 


Psychiatric and psychological evaluation, individual and group 
psychotherapy, marital counselling, and family unit treatment are 
among the specific services offered by the Agency. 


As a voluntary facility, Family and Mental Health Service is 
supported by grant-in-aid (State of N. H.), Monadnock United 
Fund, individual contributions from communities outside of the 
United Fund area, and fees from those able to pay for part of service 
costs. Three years ago in this area, city and town governments 
began a program of support for these services through direct budget 
allocations and funds voted through special articles on town war- 
rants. Last year 27 towns contributed $15,966 in this manner. 


During the 12 month period from October 1, 1970, through 
September 30, 1971, the Agency received over 448 new referrals, 
provided counselling and treatment services to 650 families which 
involved over 3,800 counselling and treatment sessions. In addi- 
tion to direct treatment services, the Agency provides consultation 
services to other community agencies, which resulted in over 1,400 
consultation sessions during this same period. 


The social work staff of the Agency includes Thomas E.. Dwane, 
Executive Director; Ruth E. Allen, Associate Director; Ina M. 
Saari, Supervisory Social Worker; Joan M. Dunlevy and A. Richard 
Slayton complete the social work staff. Dr. Neil Koppenhaver and 
Mrs. John Stram provide services as Clinical Psychologists. Dr. 
James A. Meath, M.D. Psychiatrist completes the Agency’s staff of 
eight.

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Service Report — Marlborough 


During the 12 month period from October 1, 1970, through 
September 30, 1971, 12 families were referred to Monadnock Family 
and Mental Health Service from Marlborough. 


Services provided involved 27 adults and 9 children and in- 
cluded marital counselling, individual treatment, family treatment 
including group therapy, and psychological evaluation. More than 
171 direct treatment hours provided by professional staff were 
involved in this treatment, exclusive of consultation services and 
services of a general community nature. 


Estimated Cost of services provided to Marlborough residents 
exceeds $3,420. Families receiving services paid a total of $335 in 
fees based on ability to pay. 


An allocation of $501 was voted at Marlborough’s annual town 
meeting in 1971. During this year, voluntary contributions totaled 
$260. This combined total of $761, together with the Community 
Mental Health grant from the State of New Hampshire, provided 
the total increase necessary for the provision of services to Marl- 
borough residents. 


City and town governmental aid, along with voluntary con- 
tributions, State aid, and fees based on ability to pay provide the 
support for the $125,000 budget necessary to make these services 
available. 


In 1972, the Agency received $60,000 as a State grant for 
Mental Health services. This was made possible through the provi- 
sion of local matching funds in the form of city and town alloca- 
tions and voluntary contributions. Continuing local contributions 
as a matching requirement are a prerequisite for increased State aid 
for our services.

REPORT OF PRINCIPAL | 


Enrollment 


There has been a significant decrease in the elementary school 
enrollment. This can be attributed to a smaller 1971 first grade, and 
to the relocation of several families. The relocation of families is 
the factor that makes it difficult to predict the enrollment in Marl- 
borough. For example, the town report tells us that there were 
twenty-six children of school age for the 1972 first grade born in 
Marlborough. Of these twenty-six children, a number have moved 
during the last four or five years. However, when we took a count 
during this past summer of children who would be old enough for 
the 1972 first grade, we had thirty-four children, and at the writing 
of this report we know that several of these children have moved. 


The secondary enrollment shows a slight increase due to the 
fact that the classes that are entering the junior and senior high 
school are somewhat larger than those that are leaving.

Miss Carol Oleksiw accepted the position of Resource Room 
Teacher. Miss Oleksiw is a graduate of Keene State College. 


Miss Linda Woodward replaced Mr. J. Kenneth Berry in Sci- 
ence. Miss Woodward is a 1971 graduate of the University of New 
Hampshire. She is teaching Biology and General Science. Miss 
Mary Jane Stieglitz replaced Mrs. Winnifred Seaver. Miss Stieglitz 
is a graduate of Elmira College and is teaching French. 


Program and Curriculum — Grades 1-12 


We are continuing to maintain the emphasis for the needs of 
the individual student. In this respect we have continued to put a 
great deal of effort into Guidance, i.e., we have taken students on 
field trips to investigate various occupations. One example of such 
a trip would be the Health Careers day at the Vocational Technical 
College in Concord. The primary concern has been and still is to 
encourage young people to give serious thought to their vocational] 
future. Asa result, we have scheduled a “Career Day” to be held at 
Marlborough High School on January 19, 1972. 


In order to better meet the needs of the individual students, we 
have made further changes in the curriculum. Music Theory will 
be offered for the first time in 1971-1972. This course will be offered 
on an alternating yearly basis with Music Appreciation. We have 
also begun to explore the area of Independent Study. This is an 
area where a student does not have to be scheduled to a specific time 
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and place with a teacher. The student makes arrangements for a 
particular field of study, and then completes the contract or ar- 
rangement under the teacher’s guidance. This type of approach 
enables us to expand our course offerings without expanding the 
teaching staff. It also enables students to take subjects that they 
would not otherwise be able to take because of schedule conflicts. 
We are presently offering Independent Study work in the areas of 
Bookkeeping, Chemistry and Physics. 


In 1970-1971 we did some preliminary work with an individu- 
alized, continuous progress mathematics program for a number of 
students in the Junior High School. The preliminary work was 
successful, and as a result we have replaced the traditional general 
mathematics program in grades 7 and 8 with this new program. 
This type of approach allows students to progress at their own rate 
of speed. It also allows them to place greater emphasis on mathe- 
matical areas that they have not mastered, and de-emphasize areas: 
that they have mastered. 


A further area that we are presently exploring is that of Health 
Careers. We have made arrangements for a number of students to 
participate in a basic nursing program. The students received 
classroom instruction from Mrs. Rowena Bottomley, R.N., and then 
had the opportunity to demonstrate their knowledge in a practical 
situation. 


The most recent addition to the curriculum is the Mini-Bake 
Corporation. This project is part of the Orientation to the World of 
Work Class. Under the direction of Mr. James Huntley, the stu- 
dents have organized a corporation, and have become involved in 
every possible facet of actual business management. 


Some of the activities in which they are involved are: building 
design and construction, production, marketing and distribution, 
etc. The main purpose of the program is to give students actual 
work experience while they are still in school. We hope to establish 
a high degree of relevancy between the academic world and the 
world of work. The interest in this operation has been quite wide- 
spread amongst the student body. The Mini-Bake Corporation has 
also involved the Boys’ Chef Club. The latter group is presently 
wholesaling baked goods to the Mini-Bake Corporation. 


We have continued the Work Study Program, and presently 
have several students working in area businesses. There have been 
a number of positive results from this program. One of the more 
notable ones is that several of our 1970-1971 work study students 
were able to obtain full time employment with companies for whom 
they worked during the 1970-1971 school year. 


Following along with the thought of meeting individual needs, 
we are continuing the concept of ability grouping and leveling i in the 
elementary school. 
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The most significant addition to the elementary program has 
been that of the Resource Room. At present we are serving twenty 
children. The main idea of this room is to diagnose the individual 
needs of the child, and then to prescribe the proper program. With 
this type of operation, we are able more than ever to set up in- 
dividual programs. The students in the Resource Room are working 
in groups of three and four, and in many instances are receiving 
individual attention. In addition to the personal attention that the 
children receive, we are also better able to meet their needs because 
of the variety of activities and materials that may be found in the 
Resource Room. This program actually benefits the entire student 
body since the other teachers now have more time to work with the 
students in their classes. 


The tutorial program that we started two years ago has proved 
to be very helpful in providing individual assistance to the children 
in the Resource Room. 


In addition to the work that the tutors are doing in the Re- 
source Room, they are also extremely helpful in the Reading Pro- 
gram, Speech Therapy as well as other classrooms. Actually, at the 
writing of this report, we have over thirty Junior-Senior High 
School students who are involved in the tutorial program. 


The other significant addition to the elementary school program 
is the Macmillan Science Program. This was instituted in Septem- 
ber, 1971 for Grades 1-6. This particular program is not a radical 
departure from those of the past in that it is based on a textbook. 
However, it does provide more for the teaching of scientific inquiry 
and method in that it has laboratory kits and various types of audio- 
visual equipment which accompany the textbooks. This material is 
different from that of the past in that it is student centered. The 
students work with the material rather than simply watch demon- 
strations. To assist the teachers in working with the new material, 
we have set up a number of workshops throughout the school year. 


With increased emphasis on individual programs, the efforts of 
the Monadnock Children’s Center are more important than ever. 
Their competence, ready accessibility, and willingness to help are 
essential to the success of our program. 


We are continuing to add volumes to the elementary school 
library. The library aides are very important to this program in 
that through their efforts the library is now open daily from 1:00 
to 8:00 p.m. We asked the teachers for a written evaluation of the 
library program, and it is their belief that the library is an im- 
portant part of the school program. We also took a count of the 
books that are being circulated; and found that the circulation has 
more than doubled in the two years that the library has been open. 
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The School Plant 


A considerable amount of time and effort went into the clean- 
ing of both school buildings. The floors were stripped, sealed, and 
waxed periodically during the latter part of the 1970-1971 school 
year. This same procedure was followed with all of the floors dur- 
ing the course of the summer, and we are again following the 
rotation procedure during the 1971-1972 school year. This same 
emphasis has been placed on other areas such as corridor and class- 
room walls, lavatories, ete. 


We replaced the High School Gymnasium doors. We also re- 
paired the elementary playground fence. 


We are continuing the painting project. The following areas 
atmosphere. 
have been completed: 


1. Boys’ Locker Room, 2. Girls’ Locker Room, 3. Girls’ Lavatory. 


In addition, we have also made some minor renovations to the 
Resource Room so that the area would better meet the needs of the 
program, 


Extra-curricular Activity 


We have continued and added to the activity period : 

1. Drama Workshop, 2. School Newspaper, 3. Creative Writing 
and Public Speaking, 4. Service Club, 5. Art Club, 6. Pep Club, 7. 
Ecology Club, 8. Checkers and Chess Club, 9. Girl’s Woodworking 
Club, 10. Boy’s Chef Club. 


Leaders’ Club 
Student Council 


In addition to the activities that take place, there are numerous 
social, cultural and fund raising activities that are sponsored after 
school by the various classes and activity groups. These are under 
the direction of faculty advisors. We feel that these activities 
together with increasing involvement of the Student Council in 
school life have been very influential in improving school morale and 
atmosphere. 


At the present time, Marlborough belongs to the Granite State 
League and has athletic teams in Soccer, Basketball, and Baseball. 
The school is also represented by the girls in Basketball and Soft- 
ball. The performance of our athletic teams continues to improve 
dramatically. The record of the Soccer team this year was 11-2-1, 
and we received an invitation to the Soccer tournament. At the writ- 
ing of this report, the record of the Boys’ Basketball team is 8-1, 
and we certainly seem to be headed for the basketball tournament. 
The record of the Girls’ Basketball Team is 4-1. As the Girls’ 
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Basketball Team is presently rated second in the State, we again 
are headed for a tournament. The cheerleading squad and its ad- 
visor are to be commended for the support that they have given to 
the teams. This year the cheerleaders were aided by the Pep Club 
and its advisor. In addition to the Pep Club, we would like to thank 
the Boosters Club for its support. The latter group was organized 
by a group of parents from the community, and its efforts and sup- 
port are very much appreciated. We are sure that the improved 
performance of our athletic teams has contributed greatly to the 
school spirit. 


In conclusion, I would lke to state that we will continue the 
emphasis of providing for the individual. During the next twelve 
months we will also emphasize more and better communication with 
the community. We are most anxious to have a closer contact and 
working relationship with parents and townspeople. 


I would like to extend my personal thanks to the School Board, 
Administration, staff, students and citizens of Marlborough for 
their sincere and dedicated efforts on behalf of the educational pro- 
gram. There is little question but that the concern and pride of the 
citizens of Marlborough is extremely gratifying to me as an edu- 
cator.

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ADMINISTRATORS’ REPORT 
1971-1972 
Progress 


We are reporting briefly some of the major events during the 
five years our six districts have been together as a supervisory 
union. It is the continuing goal of the State to bring together dis- 
tricts in a geographic area which have similar economic, social, and 
educational interests. The union was enlarged following a decision 
by the State Board of Education that Chesterfield, Harrisville, 
Keene, Marlborough, and Westmoreland would work together as an 
administrative unit. It has worked effectively for boys and girls 
from July, 1967. 


There has been much progress in improving educational pro- 
grams in the elementary grades. We endeavor to maintain similar 
programs in all schools, first to provide for the needs of the boys 
and girls, second to prepare them for the secondary programs they 
will enter. New books and educational materials have been pur- 
chased in nearly all subjects and much progress has been made in 
using audiovisual devices. Our libraries have grown in numbers of 
books and our pupils have responded by greatly increasing the 
quantity and variety of their reading. Teachers and principals of 
all districts are striving to constantly improve curricula offerings 
and administrative procedures. 


Though some progress has been made, our weakness is recog- 
nized in the limited provision of the so-called special areas of art, 
music, physical education, guidance, and education of the handi- 
capped. The largest district, Keene, has been increasing these serv- 
ices, but it too falls short of a desirable level. It is a common short- 
coming of the schools of New Hampshire, and may have to await a 
more ample provision of state funds. 


We think that great progress has been made in the secondary 
schools of Marlborough and Keene. Marlborough High School has 
become a good little high school, and Keene High School maintains 
a high level of quality. Courses in both have been updated, new 
materials purchased, and new methods adopted. We are making 
steady strides towards providing more vocational educational op- 
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portunities. Though Keene High and Keene Junior High are 
crowded with pupils, annually some worthwhile changes are made. 


Maintenance 


Most of our buildings are in fine condition when age and original 
building limitations are considered. Improved custodial care and 
steady progress in lighting, heating, roofing and grounds upkeep 
have been accomplished. We firmly believe that our properties 
should be kept at a high level of efficiency, cleanliness and appear- 
ance. There is more to be done, but we have reached the point where 
the level of expenditure will not have to be increased, except to keep 
up with inflation. Now, we are proposing special articles in the 
“town” budgets to provide alarm systems to make more certain that 
fire losses of large size will be avoided. 


A.R.E.A. Plans 


Since 1966 five of our districts have operated successfully 
within the Keene Authorized Regional Enrollment Plan. This plan 
insures that all of the districts are guaranteed by Keene of a place 
for high school education, and Keene can plan on the entire enroll- 
ment of the sending districts. Although the tuition costs have ad- 
vanced considerably in the six-year period, they compare on the 
low side with New Hampshire and Vermont high schools which 
offer equal programs. This has made possible a good working rela- 
tionship with opportunity for the sending districts to constructively 
criticize and the receiving district to strive constantly to improve 
its program. Legally, and in fact, Keene High School is the high 
school of the five districts. 


During the District Meetings of March and April, 1970, seven 
districts voted a study committee to work together as a Planning 
Board. The charge is to determine the advantages and disadvan- 
tages of extending the A.R.E.A. plan or to develop a new plan for 
at least grades seven and eight. The pupils of grades seven and 
eight of Harrisville, Nelson, Marlow, and Stoddard have been at- 
tending Keene Junior High School for several years. The districts 
of Chesterfield, Marlborough, and Westmoreland were sufficiently 
interested to vote to share the study. Though several meetings 
have been held, progress has been slow, due in part to Keene’s 
problem of building. The Keene District will probably bring the 
question of a new school for the intermediate grades to the District 
for decision again in March, 1972. 


A tentative, new A.R.E.A. plan is being written. It may not 
involve all of the districts as this is local prerogative. If a plan is 
acceptable to some of the districts and the State Board, it can begin 
existence in September, 1974. We have another year for work and 
decision. Such an arrangement can provide stability and better 
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education for all the districts while securing for them state funds 
and incentive aid. 


Finances 


“What happens when an irresistible force meets an immovable 
object?” This old riddle comes close to illustrating the predicament 
in New Hampshire. For years and years the districts of our little 
state have voted their tax money for schools, bearing almost the 
complete burden. Your school leadership has been frustrated and . 
discouraged because decisions must be made on the basis of “what 
will they cost” rather than ‘what is their value for children.” State 
support seems to have hit bottom. Whereas the state funding in the 
United States averages 47% of public school costs, New Hampshire 
sharing was actually cut in half down to 4%. This is in face of the 
usual annual inflation rate of six percent. Real estate is not equal 
in the districts and is not rapidly expandable to meet increasing 
costs. There seems to be agreement that education needs to keep 
up with the times, but the source of funds remains practically static. 


As our Business Manager writes: “Our budgets proposed for 
1972-1978 are largely ‘maintenance’ budgets, supporting those serv- 
ices and educational conditions which presently exist.’’ Even so, 
costs advance due to conditions beyond local control: gas tax, oil 
costs, electricity, telephone rates, rentals, retirement changes, and 
all supplies and books. We simply cannot hold the line without 
cutting services. It is natural to expect personnel to seek compensa- 
tion increases to at least equal the increased costs of living. We do 
sincerely hope that more can be provided from State funds to insure 
greater equity and additional dollars. 


Career Education 


You will be hearing more about a proposal called C.O.E.D. It 
means: Complete Occupational Education Development. It will in- 
volve all of our districts and will be supported for at least three 
years with federal money. 


Perhaps a good way to end this report is to look into the future 
with the new U.S. Commission of Education, Sidney P. Marland, as 


he envisions the following: 


“The term ‘career education’ means to me basically a point of 
view, a concept — a concept that says three things: First, that 
career education will be part of the curriculum for all students, 
not just some. Second, that it will continue throughout a 
youngster’s stay in school, from the first grade through senior 
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high and beyond, if he so elects. And third, that every student 
leaving school possesses the skills necessary to give him a start 
in making a livelihood for himself and his family, even if he 
leaves before completing high school.” 


-In conclusion, we do hope that the financial problems ‘of the 
moment will not cloud our vision of what good education has meant 
and must mean to the future of our boys and girls, and the very 
future of our beloved nation.

Accordingly, five local organizations have been contacted and, 
at this writing, two have responded and arrangements made to ex- 
plore this important part of Marlborough’s educational future. 


Another public hearing is planned for early spring to provide 
an opportunity to discuss this subject with citizens of Marlborough 
who are not members of any of these organizations. 


We urge your attendance at this hearing and invite your com- 
ments and suggestions. 


Two persons have expressed a willingness to contribute their 
time to a continued study of our Educational Program and we 
welcome George Bemis and Edward Wilson, Jr. to the Committee.

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MINUTES OF THE ANNUAL SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING 
OF THE MARLBOROUGH SCHOOL DISTRICT 
HELD ON MARCH 13, 1971 


Meeting called to order at 3:00 P.M., March 138, 1971 by 
Moderator Frank E. Knight and warrant read. The moderator 
declared the meeting open under Article 1 calling for the election of 
a Moderator, a Clerk, a Member of the School Board for three years, 
a Treasurer for the year beginning July 1, 1971, and an Auditor 
under the Non-Partisan Ballot System. 


The meeting was further called to order at 7:30 P.M. by the 
moderator to act upon the following subjects. The moderator de- 
clared the meeting open for action on Article 2 through 6 inclusive. 


Article 2. Voted favorably on the motion of Frederick P. 
Harrsen that the reports of agents, auditors, committees or officers 
chosen be accepted as printed in the annual town report. 


Article 3. Voted favorably on the motion of Alphonse A. 
Despres that we refer this article back to Article 1. 


Article 4. Voted favorably on the motion of Richard W. Butler 
that the district vote to authorize the school board to make applica- 
tion for, and to accept and use in the name of the district such 
advances, grants-in-aid or other funds for educational purposes as 
may now or hereafter be forthcoming from the United States Gov- 
ernment, the State of New Hampshire, or any department or agency 
thereof, or any federal, state or private agency. 


Article 5. A motion was made by Alphonse A. Despres and 
supported that the district vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $377,402.50 for the support of schools, for the salaries of school 
district officers and agents, and for payment of statutory obliga- 
tions of the district. After several hours of explanation and discus- 
sion, it was requested by Mr. Karl Robinson that the vote on this 
question be taken by secret ballot. The result of the vote was as 
follows: 


Total number of votes cast 13 
Votes in favor of the motion 50 
Votes opposed to the motion 23 


The moderator declared a favorable vote on the question and 
the motion was carried. 


The polls were declared closed by the moderator for voting 
under Article 1 at 10:38 P.M. 
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Article 6. Mr. Richard W. Butler commented on the School 
Study Committee Report which is printed in the annual Town Re- 
port and introduced Mr. Edward White, Assistant Superintendent 
of Schools and Mr. Richard Champagne, Educational Consultant. 


No further business appearing under Article 6, the meeting 
returned to Article 1. 


The ballots were examined and counted and the votes for the 
various candidates were tallied by the moderator, in the presence 
of the district clerk and other election officials. When the counting 
was completed, the results of the counts were declared and publicly 
announced by the moderator as follows:

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SCHOOL CENSUS REPORT — 1971-72 
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Report of the Forest Fire Warden and District Chief 
LEST WE FORGET — IT CAN HAPPEN HERE 


Disastrous forest and brush fires that destroy hundreds of homes 
are more prevalent on the west coast with their dry seasons and strong 
dry hot winds but 25 years ago this fall is the anniversary of a disaster 
that devastated large areas of northern New England leaving villages 
in ashes with rows of cellar-holes and chimneys in a number of summer 
vacation home locations. Many lives were lost on that destructive day 
of October 23, 1947 nothing could stop the wind driven flames. 


It is true that such conditions are unusual for New Hampshire but 
they happened once, they can happen again. The fuel for fires is all 
around us. All it takes is a firebrand. Only by cultivating a habit of 
carefulness with fire at all times can we meet the challenge of protec- 
tion when dry conditions prevail. Please let these reminders be your 
guide: 

1. Never, either when walking, riding or driving, discard a fire- 

brand — a lighted match or a glowing cigarette. 


2. Always obtain a permit for any outside burning. The burning 
of household rubbish is not permitted if your town has rubbish 
collection. Burning of grass or garden litter can be dangerous. 
See your warden first. 


3. If you camp or picnic, be sure open fires are allowed and if 
they are, put them DEAD OUT when leaving. 


4. MOST IMPORTANT — Instruct your children in the danger of 
the lighted match. A lighted match and dry grass or forest 
litter is a dangerous combination which leads to destructive 
loss and can lead to tragedy. 


The past year — 1971 — was a favorable year for the control of 
fires. There were too many fire starts in some towns. We thank those 
who remembered and ask others to heed Smokey’s message.
